Last .Friday morning an asr 
sembly of more than thrcè 
tiiousand students of the ZurricI,! 
University passed a resolution 
strongly condemning the Ger- 
man ac.tibn against the students 
of Oslo University. According 
to dispatches rcaciiing the Nor- 
wegian Telegraph Agency in 
London, the Swiss people liavo 
risen in a storm of indignation 
at tlie German measures, and 
expressing the greatest sympa- 
thy for the Norwegian students. 

The students and professors of 
Zucrich University and Technical 
College have .passed the following 
resolution: Students ot Zuerich 
University and Technical College 
actively supported by a large num- 
ber of professors have learned with 
indignation of the arrest of the 
Oslo students and professors. To 
the condemnation of this blow 
against the freedom of learning and 
thought, they add a sincere tribute 
to the Norwegian students for the 
gallant fight for the liberty and in- 
dependence of their country. The 
students of Zucrich assure their 
Oslo colleagues ot their full sym- 
pathy. 

In a pircss conference at the Brit- 
ish Ministry of Information Friday 
afternoon, the Norwegian Minister 
of Education Mr. N. Hjelmtvclt. 
made the following statement. "In 
these dark days we salute with 
great satisfaction and pleasure the 
strong reaction which has manifest- 
ed itself in the other nordle coun- 
tries against the ^Germans. Evien 
in Denmark and Finland, who arc 
more of less under the same Ger- 
man heel as Norway, there have 
been spontaneous and strong pro- 
tests against the German action." 

At the present moment the opi- 
nion of the man-on-the-strect 
seems to be that the German action 
is a sign of desperate weakness and 
spiritual capitulation. The papers

Asked by U. of Manitoba 

Winnipeg, Dec. 5lh.— (C.U.P.) 
—Dr. Sidney E. Smith, presi- 
dent of the University of Mani- 
toba, wants education to ' be 
gives an At priority rating in 
discussions pertaining to the 
post-war world. 

Dr. Smith, in an address to

order by means of education." 
In closing his address he stated 
that "if this task is not seen 
through then utter catastrophe 
may befall our children and our 
grandchildren." 



Bland Points Out 
Problems for 
Town Planning 

Housing Shortage 
Is a Minor Concern 
In Future Plans 

In the sixth of a series of lectures 

sponsored by the McGill School of 
Architecture, John Bland, director 
of the school stated that the ques- 
tion of planning has now become a 
notional concern with the problem 
of housing forming only a part of 
the picture. 

Speaking with particular refer- 
ence to the technical aspects of 
physical planning, Mr. Bland point- 
ed to the fact the central problem 
was one of control of land and the 
payment of compensation. Accord- 
ing to the Uthwatt report.' he said, 
the state is best able to take the 
initiative having regard to the ne- 
cessity of research and the re? 
sources required. "Planning," he 
quoted the report as saying, "is to 
become an essential part . of the 
national life." 

The development ot the idea of 
physical planning had grown from 
an effort to corfcct bad housing in 
the middle of the last century in 
England, Mr. Bland said. The phase 
of town planning, he added, was 
separate from housing, but was still 
based on the health aspect of the 
question. There was also develop' 
Ing, he said, "an attitude regarding 
the 'preservation of historic monu- 
ments and sites of aesthetic or his- 
toric importance." 

Mr. Bland compared the question 
of planning in England with Am- 
erican continent was of necessity 
more intimately concerned with 
the conservation ot resources.

Labor's War Role 
Analysed by 
SLC Study Group 

Topic 

Introduced 

By Two Students 

The Student Labor Club study 
group met last night to discuss 
"Labor in the War." This was the 
second meeting of ,thc S.L.C.'s edu- 
cational series on the Canadian 
labor scene. 

The topic was introduced by two 
students who presented the (acts as 
seen from the point of view of the 
Government, labor and the com- 
panies. It was pointed out that 
Canada's tremendous war produc- 
Uoiî^jras^largely due to the efforts 
S-ifie^wrking class who in spile 
of many grievances have continued 
to supply the fighting forces of the 
United Nations with, thérwéapbns 
to defeat Fascism. These grievances 
include the freezing of sub-standard 
wages, the inadequate, distribution 
of the cost-of-living' bohiis, the lack 
of proper health and . recreational 
facilities, the lack of a just labor 
code, etc. In cases. where govern 
ment boards of conciliation have 
been- set up, they have proven in 
capable of settling the disputes as a 
result of the tremendous amount of 
red tape and their general hostility 
to labor. This has, in the main, been 
responsible for the few strikes 
which have broken out in spite of 
labor's efforts to keep their no 
strike' pledge. 

The companies, in answer to la- 
bor's demands, have proposed that 
all strikes be considered illegal, 
that wages must remain frozen in 
order to prevent Inflation and that

The time has come when all of us 
should begin to think seriously of the ap- 
proaching mid-scssionals. An innovation at 
McGill, these examinations and their re- 
sults will have far-reaching effects on the 
student bo(Jy generdlly. They will decide 
whether the individual student has the 
right to remain in college, while his broth- 
ers and friends are directly involved in the 
world-Ehattering conflict going on about 
us. 

These e.\aniinations will be general 
throughout Canada, and will apply to 
women as well as men students. Lists of 
failures will be sent to the Director of Na- 
tional Selective Service, at whose discre- 
tion the student will or will not be permit- 
ted to return to college. 

The mid-sessionals will be held at Mc- 
Gill on dates wiiich the individual depart- 
ments involved will decide. Apart from 
these, the regular final examinations in 
half-courses will be given as usual early 
in January. With this double barrier 
ahead, to be surmounted if the student 
would preserve his status at the Univer- 
sity, it is indeed high time he was giving 
some thought to his books, even though 
the effort may involve the sacrifice of a 
few of his extra-curricular activities for 
the short time which jlies between us and 
the trial by fire. 

Depressing news from the University 
of Saskatchewan tells us that mid-term 
exams there (not the government-imposed 
exams) have produced perceptibly lower 
results than those of previous years, par- 
ticularly in the Freshman Class, one third 
of which failed to reach the required 
standard. No startlingly new reason has 
been advanced for this drop in the results, 
and it is hard to find an adequate one. 
Any person with the modicum of in- 
telligence required for University entrance 
should be capable of rèaliring for himself 
the seriousness of the situation facing a

John Hoare 

(Supervising Director of the MRT) 
by y.C.G. 



Mr. John Hoare has been, since August 
of this year, Supervising Director ol the 
Montreal Repertory Theatre. Outwardly, 
the tangible results of his efforts have been 
two quite excellent plays — "Men in Sha- 
dow", done by John Mellor at the end of 
September, and "Dark Eyes", currently en- 
joying capacjty trade under Mildred Mit- 
chell's direction at the Guy St. theatre. 

Internally, however, the MRT has been 
furiously humming with productive activ- 
ities of considerable variety. It Is Mr. 
Hoarc's avowed purpose to make the MRT 
a true conununlty theatre, built on the par- 
ticipation of men and women of all classes 
and all races and ail creeds; a place where 
the young can learn and the experienced 
can practice all components of the art and 
science of the theatre. To this end, he has 
saturated the small Guy Street premises 
with stagehands, 'electricians, construction 
experts, wardrobe and property mistresses, 
and innumerable others, all of whom share 
with him a spirit and an enthusiasm which 
\ brighten the atmosphere in the manner of 
a new coat of paint. 

ÏV) quote from Mr. Hoare's "Cue" edi- 
torial of last month: 'To adjust Theatre, 
professional theatre, to the new world order 
will obviously require a considerable per- 
iod of time. That it will ultimately be 
accomplished, I have no shadow of doubt. 
But that we, the audiences, the people, 
cannot depend now or during the transition 
stage on professional theatre for our in- 
struction and entertainment, Is both evident 
on general grounds and obvious In particu- 
lar to anyone who happens to walk down 
the East side of Guy Street." From the pre- 
liminary gestures cited above, it must be 
apparent — as Mr. Hoare will readily con- 
firm— that his âtief Interest lies in the com- 
petent and smooth bridging of that very 
transition gap between the theatre of today 
and the theatre of tomorrow. And that 
interest envisions a chain of community 
theatres clear across Canada, furnishing 
the professional stage with well-trained 



new blood and açtive. trlal-and-error pro- 
' gress. 

Tm MKT's new Supervising Dhrector is 
a^ pleasant and witty theatrical veteran, 
author of several successful plays, and for 
many years associated In executive and di- 
rectorial capacities with Montreal drama. 
As he tells it, his active interest In the thea- 
tre began when as a young man in England 
he began to devote most of bis spare time 
to Insatiable reading of plays, texts, and 
articles, while officially at Oxford and later 
in a business office. After many months he 

. ventured to write a play of his own' ("It 
was perfectly louqr, and you can. say sol"), 
which brought him to the conclusion that 
he had a great deal yet to learn. Thus it 
was in something of a literary vein that he 
first came across to Canada. 

, While here, Mr. Hoare published tl^e sec- 
ond and' third articles written In North 
America on the great Irish Theatre, an 
achievement which today is something of a 
distinction. An insistent article on the Im- 
provement of Montreal theatre brought him 
to the attention of Sir Andrew MacPhall, 
who made possible the unexpected success 
of his ambitious scheme to bring to Canada 
Miss Homiman's famous Manchester reper- 
tory company. Following this historic visit, 
he became one of six directors,- under Sir 
Andrew's chairmanship, who organized the 
Community Flayers; this group produced 
his own first play, a one-act item called 
"Squirrels"; and among the cast was a tal- 
ented young lady whose name was Martha 
Allan. He served with a Montreal regiment 
In the last war, and subsequently contri- 
buted a great deal of effort to theatre aU 
over Europe. While recovering from a 
serious illness in Canada,, a Martha Allan 
invitation detained him here until the out- 
break of war prevented his return to Eng- 
land; and here, happily for all, he stays. 

In the matter of his own plays, Mr. Hoare 
was mildly reticent until pressed. His per- 
sonal style includes comedy, rather intl-

ARGENTINA'S REVOLUTION 

It is now fully obvious that news agencies 
submitted more to wishful thinking than fact- 
finding when they describe the Argentine 
"coup d'etat" as "a boon to the Allies," "a re- 
gime headed by solid citizens," "a turn away 
from centrol by vested -Interests," "a leftist 
move," etc. However, from the first, people 
who count' their- chickens -never suspected the 
ne\^eglme of being overly' democratic or anti- 
FasClsl. 

The revolt ' was military, and, as will be 
shown, military seizures of power are [ seldom 
ilbQtal. Army generals are, by reason of their 
background and social status, not" much in- 
clined towards democracy and democratic 
methods. They are accustomed to conunand 
and to order others, not to debate and discuss. 

In actual fact, the record of the new regime 
shows It to be thé most reactionary government 
Argentina has ever had. 

General Rawsons cabinet, dwcribcd en- 
thusiastically at first as pro-Ally, Included two 
civilians who were the most Fascist-minded 
members of the cabinet, more so even than the 
generals. One of them. Finance Minister Jose 
Maria Rosa, owns the publishing house, "Edi- 
torial Argentina." which controls the printing 
company where the largest South American 
Nazi paper, "El Pampero," is run off. Neither 
"El Pampero" nor other Nazi papers have to 
this day been interfered with in any way. 

Rawson soon resigned along with his cabinet; 
and was replaced by the arch reactionary, Ger 
man>educated General Pedro Ramirez, whose 
first act was to disband Congress, placing the 
country effectively under the absolute and un 
equivocal control of a degenerate milltaiy Junta. 

Hie most likely analysis is' therefore the fol- 
lowing:— Reactionary elements in Argentina de 
cided to take over from CastlUe in the belief 
that his regime was becoming so unpopular 
that, unless they took control themselves,' a 
democratic uprising would supplant him. In 
other words the "revolution" did not représent 
a real reversal of Castillo's ideas, but simply 
provided an opportunity to give the old order 
a new facade, a cleverer camouflage, to main 
tain' It In power at a moment when It was 
seriously threatened. After thereby very tem^ 
porarily assuaging more liberal elements long 
enougti to entrench himself firmly in the sad' 
die, Ramirez threw off even tha]t semblance of 
democracy which the Castillo government had 
retained, recognizing that it had become neces- 
sary to use openly totalitarian force if the agri 
cultural, financial and Indusbrial barons were 



student in a country at war. If he cannot 
maintain his standing by hard work, his 
place is not at the university, but in some 
more direct contribution to the war effort. 

It is obvious that at any time an in- 
competent student would be better off if 
he -rejected the vain effort and applied his 
enèrgy to some more practical field of 
endeavour, but in war-time it becomes im- 
perative that he do so, both for the sake 
of his potential value to the country in 
some other capacity, and in order to 
facilitate the work of those -'whom he 
leaves behind at the university. 

It is a serious problem, from whichever 
angle it is considered, but thé best solution 
is still a bit of hard work, before the axe 
falls. .The best of luck.

It would certainly not conflict with the 
action of President Castillo, who first fled 
aboard a warship and then returned to submit 
to the new government. Was It becauie he was 
reassured about the intentions of the govern- 
ment and therefore willing to contribute to its 
apparent legality by surrendering his power to 
it? ... 

The chain of subsequent «vénts tends to 
confirai more than ever this lnten>retatlon:— 

(1) Ramirez and his Fascist cohorts soon 
showed that they were willing to resort to 
Nazl-trled terrorist means In their suppression 
of the labour movement. On the face of It, 
the struggle Is being carried on against the 
"Communist menace." As a result of an ukase 
to arrest "all Conununists or tlieir sympathizers 
and to disband all organizations which include 
Conununists among their members" (June 20, 
1943), all Argentine trade imlons were declared 
illegal, and many of thOir leaders were arrested 
as "suspect of Communist learnings" and In- 
terned In concentration camps. Tht new dic- 
tator was very yexed at the "ArgenUne Con- 
federntton of Labour" because, in the early 
days of the "revolution", it had planned to lead 
an opposition bloc composed of all the radical 
elements in the country. .

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short time ago signed a manifesto calling for 
the return of constitutional govemntent and 
rupture of relations with the Axis, were 
promptly labelled as "foreigners," and told thai 
the government would "not tolerate any tam- 
pering". Many univeiBity|pi«fMsors, signers 
of the declaration, were dlsiniised from their 
posts and die-haid reactionary "Gauleiters" 
were appo|nted;aB administrators of the univer- 
alties. Both ttMe actloM called forth a general 
student strike of protest, but, in aiprompt move 
to puncture the effectiveness of this strike, all 
universities were closed. ' 

(3) The Argentine people were told in an 
edict not to listen to anything coming from 
other countries "which they want you to listen 
to either by error or by design." The Argen- 
tine radio blandly announced that the country 
is enjoying the "most tranquil existence" and 
urged that "unfounded rumours" be disregard- 
ed. A decree made public at the time of writ* 
ing places all! Argentine newspapers, radio pro* 
Srammès, arid movies under the most rigid 
control '— excepting, of course, anti-Semitic- 
Nazi-Fascist journals. (Compare with Germany, 
Italy, Jaqpan, etc.) 

(4) On Octdbcr 13 all Jewish language news- 
papers were suspended indefinitely. A sharp, 
timely, and all too rare rebuke on the part of 
President Roosevelt, describing the action as 
"obviously antl-ScmitIc and identified with the 
most repugnant features of NaiJ doctrine", 
brought an immediate lifting of the ban. 

(5) This was nullified on October 30 by the 
dissolution of all Jewish organizations (again 
op. Germany etc.). the deportation of a number 
of prominent Jews who were naturalized citi- 
zens, and the enforcement of numerous restric- 
tions against native Jews, to all Intents and pur- 

* poses with the object of driving them out of 
the country. It Is Interesting to note that Jew- 
ish settlers and farmers paid higher wages to 



farm labour^^^dfthe Spanish landowners, 
leading thereby 'to unrest and "unheard-of-de- 
mands" on the part of the downtrodden peons 
—a situation which the gnrndeia, evidently felt 
could not be tolerated much' longer without 
dire consequences for themselves. Among those 
whose citizenship papers have already been re- 
voked and who are about to be deported, is 
Alberto Gerdnoff, editor-in-chief of the power- 
ful Buenos Aires daily "La Nacion." (^erclnoff 
was bom In the country and, is one of the ISO 
who signed the manifesto which so irked Rami- 
rez. As a matter of fact, Jewish organizations 
in Montevideo and Santiago have already com- 
pleted plans for the reception of refugees from 
Argentina. So it has at last come to such a 
pass that before long we shall have to organize 
petitions to assist refugees from an American 
country— the Americans, whose ideals and 
philosophy are reputedly so out of keeping with 
the Nazi-Fascist hoax!? 

And yet all that the Allies desire of Argen- 
tina is that she discontinue diplomatic relations 
with the Axis powers and their satellites, fall- 
ing to realize or perhaps, who knows, deliber- 
ately closing their eyes to' the fact that the one 
solitary hope is for a return of democracy to 
Argentina. 

It should be manifest that if the Ramirez 
caterie— a 100% military junta— suddenly de- 
cides to change sides, it will do so, not because 
of any particular love for our ostensible cause, 
but simply for what profit can be derived from 
being on good terms with the victor. In this 
connection. It Is perhaps significant that lend- 
lease aid is again being unofficially dangled 
before the hungry eyes of Argentina's army 
chiefs. 

We should be extremely chary of allowing 
any such action to be accepted as sufficient. 
Too often up till now have we exchanged 
tangible benefits for Intangible promises. If 
w'e wish to avoid World War III, we must 
realise that the only sure allies In the war 
against Fascism are those who fi^ht Faclsm ftt 
home Just as vebenently es they do abroed.

He likes a play to be current, and 
to have a direct bearing on present-day 
life; yet his own comedy,..which the MRT 
will produce under his direction as their 
closing major of this season, is the first 
period play he has ever written. 

Whatever John Hoare's middle initial 
may be, it should read E for Efficiency. 
Though he rarely sho'ws it publicly, bis in« 
nermost-self is probably Exhibit A in the 
Department of Htunan Dynamos; and the 
job he is doing with the Montreal Reper- 
tory Theatre is a wonder and a Joy to be- 
hold. To conclude, we offer his own words 
from "Cue": "So long as war endures, the 
most we can do, one and all, is to maintain, 
if possible improve, the quality of produc- 
tion, despite the evergrowing headache of 
casting.
